When  foux^ 
thij}emmlean  wse  glutinous,  but 
hardened  the  mass  to  the  consist- 
ency of  concrete.  The  skin  bag  had 
rotted  completely  away. 

The- powder  horn  and  shot  can- 
nlster arc  believed  to  have  been  the 
property  of  a  fur  trapper  from  the 
earllost  4ays  of  white  occupation  In 
the  district.  They  recall  the  day^ 
of  the  old  muzzle  loading  rifles.  The 
jiemmican  Is  thought  to  have  been 
prepared  by  the  early  Upper  Beaver 
Indians,  In  hunting  grounds  just 
west  of  the  Wood  Crees  of  Alberta.

MR.  ARTHUR  HENDERSOM ' 


Labor  In  Great  Britain  has  lost  perhaps  Its 
safest,  sanest  and  most  broad-minded  advocate 
in  tht  dtath  of  Mr.  Arthur  Htnderson.  His  career 
bCRan  prior  to  Labor's  bid  for  pnlitiral  power.  He 
was  one  of  the  earliest  of  the  stalwart-s  who 
earrltd  tht  banner  of  tradta  unionism  into  West- 
minster, the  contemporary  of  the  late  Mr.  John 
fiuriu,  of  Mr.  Philip  Snowden,  now  Lord  Snowden, 
of  Bowerman  of  Dtptford,  Crooks  of  Woolwich, 
T!  rne  of  South -West  Ham  and  Stcadham  of 
(Jcnlrai  Finsbury.  Death  has  removed  some  of 
thott  iigurts  in  tht  tarly  stinigglt  of  tht  Ufcor 
Party  for  political  recognition.  Mr.  Henderson 
was  one  of  the  last  of  the  old  guard  who  laid  the 
foundations  of  tht  third  political  party  In  Ortat 
Britain. 

Mr.  Henderson  in  his  political  career  had  earned 
a  wldtsprtad  mtasurt  of  eenfldtnet  from  all 
siiades  of  thought.

IRISH  FAR.MLRS  SUFFERING

in  largt  quantities.  In  1928  the  value  of  such 
tx^orU  was  tlS,l«.lM.  In  1934  that  valut  had 
fallen  to  t4,SIT^22.  and  bor.ui.sc  of  the  ."special 
taxes  impottd  by  the  British  Government  a  sum 
Of  £S,4M,m  was  'deducted  from  tht  normal 
market  price. 

The  hard  lot  of  the  Free  State  cattle  Mlstts  Is 
only  In  a  small  way  due  to  thrtltprtsston.  It  is 

the  quarrel  of  the  De  Valrra  Government  with 
Great  Britain  that  has  brought  them  distress, 
and  In  tht  fact  of  the  character  of  that  dfistrtss 
it  is  remarkable  how  the  De  Valrra  regime  con- 
-t  ttnuts  to  thrive.  There  Is  another  aspect  which 
tmirtiaslaes  how  those  farmtrs  have  suffered.

FRANCE'S  FALLING  BIRTH-l^ATE 

France  Is  again  disturbed  about  its  falling 
birth-rate,  especially  in  relation  to  the  popula- 
tion increase  taking  place  in  Germany.  In  France 
the  annual  number  of  births  has  fallen  by  312,000 
bttween  1868  and  1932,  and  by  40,000  since  1932. 
In  the  flrsl  quarter  of  the  present  year  there 
were  10,000  fewer  births  than  In  the  correspond- 
ing period  of  1934.  On  the  other  hand,  In  Ger- 
many there  were  225,000  more  births  in  1934  than 
In  1933,  and  47,000  more  in  the  first  quarter  of 
1935  than  In  the  corresponding  period  of  1934. 
France  ^hls  year  will  have  approxlmattly  650,000 
births,  whereas  Germany  will  have  approximately 
1.300.000.  The  Government  li  being  urged  to  have 
a  poiltlvt  popnlatlon  poUey.
